Wilmington’s local betting genius, who might be compared to the fabulous Jim- 
my the Greek, wouldn’t bet on the outcome of this year’s race for Representative. 
The odds, he figured, were too close. 

Many others in Wilmington felt the same way. there were just too many new 
factors, the lowering of the voting age, the new residents, etc. 

But Rep. Fred F. Cain was re-elected handily, with just about the same lead 
that he had two years ago over the same opponent. 


Mr. Cain, this year, received 
5134 votes, to 4,419 for his oppo- 
nent, James r, Miceli, that gave 
Mr. Cain a not quite 54% of the 
vote. Two years ago it was not 
quite 55% 

Cain felt that the North Woburn 
vote (Ward 6 of that city) was 
critical, in his election, The area 
had been’ the scene of hard 
fighting. between the two con- 
testants, and the results were just 
about on a par with those of two 
years ago. -He was ahead in all 
three precincts of Ward 6, Woburn, 

‘The Wilmington vote was heavy 
all day, and the final results were 
not known until 1:45 am 
Wednesday, although unofficial 
figures were available at about 10 
pm. 


There was bitterness in both 
camps, and no congratulations 
were exchanged after the vote. 
Both parties had been in Woburn 
Court, on one occasion last week, 
when Cain charged Miceli with 
breaking the voting laws. 
probably Cause was found, after 
which Mr. Cain announced that he 
did not intend to prosecute. The 
entire action did nothing towards 
relieving feelings between the two 
camps. 

Rep. Cain is now one of the more 
powerful members of the State 
Legislature, being a member of 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
and Chairman of four of the sub- 
committees. He is now entering 
his fifth term as a Massachusetts 
legislator. 


Wilmington does not approve

Burl Bevers is a friendly man, 
and if you walk into Tewksbury's 
Snack Shack at 800 Main Street 
you'll probably hear him talking 
with customers in a soft Texas 
draw! about hunting, fishing or 
shooting 

He is there as co-owner and 
manager of the place almost all 
day on weekends and holidays, and 
weekdays he is usually around 
from 2.45 afternoons until closing 
time at 10 

Every morning he gets to the 
restaurant at 6:45 to prepare for 
opening at 7:00, and then darts off 
to Woburn High, where he is 
NROTC instructor 

The pace is one a 15-year-old 
might find taxing, but for a man 
who appears to be in his mid- 
thirties it is a bit surprising.. It is 
the more surprising because 
despite his looks, Burl Bevers is a 
50-year-old retired Marine Corps 
major 

Bevers comes from hardy, 
pioneer stock who often lived into 
their nineties on their farms and 
ranches on the Texas plains. He 
owes some of his stamina to them, 
some to two decades of Marine 
Corps physical fitness and some to 
a basically bright, work-oriented 
outlook

Bevers saw his hopes dashed 
again, when, just before the inva- 
sion he was selected as one out of 
every 30,000 marines who were 
sent to college for officers’ 
training 

He remembered, “I was com: 
missioned at the University of 
North Carolina after I got all the 
courses they said I needed for a 
commission. While I was there I 
took a double load of courses, as 
much as 35 hours a week, hoping to 
get a degree too while I was there 
I missed getting it by one 
semester. 

By that time the war was over. 
but by no means was Bevers’ 
education. From UNC he went to 
the basic schoo! for junior officers 
for nine months at Quantico, Va. 


October! 


Once out of school again, Bevers 
was assigned to the marine landing 
force with the 6th Fleet in the 
Mediterranean for three years. In 
the next few years he trained for 
cargomaster, saw more 
Mediterranean duty and helped 
construct Thule AFB in 
Greenland. During those years he 
took correspondance courses from 
U.N.C. and finally got his 
bachelors degree in 1951 from the 
college 

In 1951 Bevers took on duties he 
was particularly qualified for 
firing range officer at Paris 
Island A crack shot since 
childhood, he admitted, “As a 
range officer I trained men in 
shooting and became captain of 
the post rifle team.” 

Burl spent the next few years 
alternately working as a range of 
ficer and performing other duties 
in the United States, Japan, Korea 
and Okinawa. Wherever he went 
he represented his posts in rifle 
and pistol matches, and par 
ticipated in the National Team 
Matches, and matches for the 
National, Elliot Coast Guard and 
U.S. Army Infantry trophies, as 
well as most other rifle and pistol 
competitions in the country. 

He won a bagful of gold medals 
and trophies for his personal 
shooting. but was most proud when 
his team won the Elliott Trophy 
for teams representing posts of 
more than 400 men, and the 
enlisted men's trophy in the 
National Team Matches in 1952 

In one competition his team beat 
the previous marine corps 
shooting record by 13 points. 
scoring 291 out of a possible 300 
points, In Quantico, Va. he set a 
new range record that still holds. 
scoring 248 out of a possible 250 
points. 

Burl ascribed his prowess with 
firearms to a lifetime of practice 
and a number of traits common to 
crack shots. Standing more than 
six foot two inches tall and 
weighing more than 200 pounlls, he 
lifted weights and did calesthen- 
tics to keep in condition because 


“the kick of a rifle or pistol really 
takes a lot out of you and the 
majority of men in competition 
are pretty tall and strong."* 

Bevers was in his 30's when he 
was in competition, and tests 
showed men in shooting com: 
petitions were an average 38 years 
old. “I guess by that time you're 
more sure of yourself and you've 
had more practice,” he theorized. 

‘Tests have shown men in these 
competitions have outstanding 
long-range and peripheral vision, 
They can see things 40 or 50 feet 
away with the same clarity the 
average man sees things at 20 
feet,” he explained. “My eyes are 
green-grey, and tests have shown 
most men in competitions have 
eyes that are a combination of 
grey. blue or grey. 

Bevers was assistant head of 
markmanship for the Marine 
Corps when in 1958 he joined the 
NROTC staff at Tufts University 
In the four years he spent at Tufts, 
Burl took courses and finally 
earned a masters degree in educa- 
tion and guidance 

Preparing for his retirement, in 
his spare time Bevers ran an ice 
cream truck business in Somer 
ville, which he operated full-time 
after he retired in 1962 

Since then Bevers has dropped 
the ice cream business in favor of 
instructing NROTC at Woburn 
High School inning in 1967, and 
opening the Snack Shack in August 
1970. 

Though Bevers likes life 
civilian, he still believes a career 
in the military offers a young man 
a good life ‘When I went in the 
marines I got $21 a month, and now 
recruits get $288 a month with 
much bette benefits, said 
Bevers. “The life is not that bad 
or hard. and you can make the best 
of your ability 

As if he didn’t have enough to do 
with his jobs, Bevers occassionally 
finds time to hunt, fish, tie flies 
and try taxedermy as a hobby as 
well as take courses in education 
and guidance at Lowell State 
College and Tufts.

There, but for the Grace of God 


‘Three American scientists. in 
mid-October, were awarded the 
Nobel Prize in Physics. Physicist 
John Bardeen, and his co-workers 
Leon N. Cooper and John R 
Schieffer will share a prize worth 
$98,000 for their work in supercon 
ductivity, a phenomenon that oc 
curs in certain metals when they 
are chilled close to absolute zero 
(minus 4597 degrees, F 

In that condition the certain 
metals lose all their resistance to 
the flow of electric current, a state 
known as superconductivity, and 


one which may lead to the 
knowledge of more efficient 
transmission of electric power 


and which has significance in other 
fields, such as possibly in ther 
monuclear fission 

Superconductivity has 
known to scientists since 1911 The 
three men collaborated in the 
writing of a book, in 1957, now 
famous. which explained how the 
electrons flow unhindered in the 
extreme cold of absolute zero 

In the foyer of Wilmington High 
School is a memorial to Dr. Dudley 
Buck, a man who was also a 
pioneer in the field of supercondue- 
tivity, Dr Buck died in 
Winchester Hospital at the age 
32, in 1959. He was serving on the 
School Commitee of Wilmington 
at that time. which was only one of 
his many services. Pupils by the 
thousand have passed beneath his 
memorial. and know not what it 
means, Such is the fate of fame of 
today 

Dudley Buck was born in the 
State of Washington, Kent's 
Island. in Puget Sound, the writer 
believes. His father had a “stump 
ranch". land that had been 
purchased from a lumber com 
pany, after it had been logged 
Dudley attended the University of 
Washington, and then Santa Bar 
bara College, and did a short stint 
as an officer in the US Navy 

He appeared in Wilmington 
about 1955. He was a student at 
MIT, working for his Doctorate, 
and he bought a home on 
Sprucewood Road, (now 8 
Sprucewood Road), in which to 
live while he pursued his studies 


been 


His first impact in Wilmington 
was as a Boy Scout leader. and his 


second as a lay leader in the 
Methodist Church. Wilmington 
hardly realized the scientific 


background of Dudley Buck, until 
one day when Life magazine 
published a picture of Dudley 
Buck's hand. It was quite a pic 


ture 

As a Boy Scout leader Dudley 
Buck sparkled. Witty, enter 
taining. he inspired the Scouts to 


more and harder work. One of the 
highlights to be rem ed was a 
skit by a campfire at Camp Forty 
Acres. with dozens of Scouts 
watching. while Dudley and 
Walter Rogers performed in a 

keoff on The Pirates of Pen: 
c t least as far as the rhythm 
in which a poor little Irish 
boy was sitting by a river side (the 
Ipswich River. of course) waiting 
for a boat which his mother had 
told him would appear some day 
The boat appeared - it was a Ger- 
man submarine. with Walter as 
the Captain. Dudley, of course 
was the “wee broth of an Irish 
ad 

It was great fun for the spec 
tators. It was exhilarating. It was 
spontaneous, made up from only 
ketehy plot. That was the kind of 
man Dudley was, in addition to his 

ep knowledge - he could im: 
provise on a moment's notice 

Those were the days when the 
country was being warned against 
the possibility of sudden attack by 
Atom Bombs. Civil Defense was 
the big thing. in local, state and 
national affairs. Dudley, of 
became the science of 
ficer, in Wilmington’s Civil 
Defense. There are pictures of 
him (and others) simulating a test 
for radiation, in a Civil Defense 
drill, to be seen in a Town Report 
of that period: 

While he had a wonderful public 
life. his private life was his own 
Dudley never spoke of his work at 
MIT, where he was studying for a 
Doctorate. He won his Doctor's 
degree, and stayed on 

They one day there was a story 
on the front page of the Wall Street 
Journal. It was about Dudley

Buck. It told of his invention of a 
little item that was going to 
revolutionize the world of com- 
munications and computations. 

Dudley had invented something 
that can best be explained by 
Saying it was a type of transistor 
this in the days before transistors. 
It worked at zero temperatures 
absoulte zero. One performed the 
same functions as was then being 
performed by hundreds of radio 
tubes 

There were not many computers 
in that day - only about fifteen 
years ago. and a big computer 
would occupy the whole floor of a 
large building. As the Wall Street 
Journal explained - the little 
gadget that Dudley Buck invented 
could reduce the size of that com- 
puter to a box of one cubic foot ~ 
working of course. at nearly ab- 
solute zero temperatures 

And Life magazine published a 
picture of Dudley's hand. Just his 
hand. The picture took a full page 
of Life. His hand, as published, 
was much larger than in real li 
and in the palm of that hand was 
one of the little things that Dudley 
had invented. It was almost 
microscopic in size 

Of course. since then the silicon 
transistor has been invented, and 
the need for computers working at 
nearly absolute zero has dis: 
eared. But Dudley Buck 
opened up a New World 

Suddenly he was famous. No 
longer was he an obscure student 
a Boy Scout leader, a lay leader in 
a church He was known all over 
the world. Someone proposed him 
for the Wilmington School Com: 
mittee, and he was overwhelming 
ly elected 

His service there. like his ser- 
vice in other tasks. was of high 
order But it was cut short 
Suddenly, in May 1959, he 
sickened, and in a few days he was 
dead of pneumonia. 

Now there men have been 
awarded a Nobel prize in the 
science in which Dudley Buck was 
so outstanding. Where would he 
have been, in that science today - a 
brilliant man who would be only 45 
years old?

TEWKSBURY PLANNING 
BOARD DISCUSSES 
TOPOGRAPHICAL MAP NEED 

The Planning Board agreed Mon- 
day night to discuss with the Map- 
ping Committee November 27 a 
proposed article in the town 
warrant to find aerial 
topographical maps of Tewksbury 

Members agreed aerial maps of 
the town would prove invaluable in 
the long run if they showed 
topography within two foot con- 
tours. Members noted the Road 
Commission had spent a good deal 
of money for an aerial survey just 
to cover a small area of the town 
for a road engineering project 
Once a complete aerial survey was 
made, they said, the town would 
never have to spend more money 
‘on such projects. 

They discussed the failure of the 
Army Corps of Engineers to sur- 
vey the town yet to determine ac- 
tual flood plains and conservation 
areas 

Chairman Joseph Doherty 
suggested the board was supposed 
to contact the engineers for the 
survey, but board member 
Frederick C. Baldwin Jr. said the 
master plan consultants were sup- 
posed to do it. They agreed to con: 
tact the consultants to determine 
who should request the survey. 

Doherty commented during the 
discussion that town residents 
should apply for federally 
Subsidized flood insurance now 
available to them. He said they 
were eligible because the town had 
adopted wetland and flood plain 
zoning. and rates would probably 
be low because the town hadn't had 
a serious flood since 1936. 

Baldwin suggested the board in 
clude a request for engineering 
funds in its 1973 budget. Doherty 
said he would prepare alternate 
budgets, one including funds for 
engineering, and one without. The 
board could select either budget, 
he suggested

Marcia Jean Suit Settled 
But the controversy 
still goes On 


One chapter in the story of Marcia Jean Subdivision ended 
‘Thursday when the Tewksbury Road Commission agreed to 


allow gas lines into the development. 


But another chapter 


began Monday when the Planning Board split again over what 
to do about the subdivision's drainage plan. 


Developer Thomas Hodgson Oc- 
tober 31 took the Road Commis- 
sion to court over its refusal to 
allow Lowell Gas Co. to dig into 
Henry J. Drive to connect a gas 
main there to one in the subdivi- 
sion. 

Legal action was scheduled to 
continue Wednesday on Hodgson's 
request for an order forcing the 
commission to allow the digging, 
and damages allegedly suffered 
because of a delay in granting per- 
mission 

Two days later the commission 
agreed to allow hookup of the 
lines. Hodgson’s attorney, Kevin 
€. Sullivan, said though Hodgson 
felt entitled to damages caused by 
the delay, he would drop legal ac- 
Gon against the commission. 

Ina letter to the Planning Board, 
the road commissioners stated 
they decided to allow the hookup 

not because of any legal action 
brought by the developer, for we 
feel confident that the road com- 
missioners would prevail.” 

Instead, they wrote, they feared 
Henry J. Drive, which was to have 
been paved by Hodgson, would be 
paved and later broken up 
whenever permission to connect 
the lines was finally granted 

‘The commission, in the same 
letter, urged the Planning Board to 
reverse the board's initial ap- 
proval of drainage plans for the 
subdivision “in view of the fact 
the...developer supplied incorrect 
information concerning the culvert 
on Henry J, Drive to your board 
and ours 

Both town bodies approved the 
drainage plan, which showed 
Hodgson as having an easement 
for a culvert from Henry J. Drive 
to a nearby pond. Later, however. 
Hodgson was found not to have the 
easement. 

‘The commission further asked 
the board to “refuse to release any 
lots (of the subdivision) until the 
drainage problem is resolved 
Should you releast the lots in ques- 
tion, then it will be impossible to 
require the developer to provide 
adequate drainage facilities,’ 

After months of discussions with 
both boards, Hodgson finally com- 
pleted drainage according to the 
original plan, whose approval had 
never been rescinded by the Plan- 
ning Board. A few days later the 
Road Commission ordered the il- 
legal culvert filled in to prevent its 
use 

The road commissioners’ letter 
prompted Planning Board member 
Edward A. Flanagan to motion for 
rescinsion of approval of the sub- 
division's drainage plan. "We 
accepted the drainage plan 
originally, and as the Road Com: 
mission 
legal culvert, 

Flanagan disclosed that the 
Road Commission's consulting 
engineers had found “feasible” a 
plan to drain from the subdivision 
onto Chandler Street. That 
drainage. he said, would cost an 
estimated $10,000 to install, and in- 
dicated town officials and Hodgson

had discussed the town's paying 
$5,000 for the drainage and 
Hodgson the other $5,000. 

If Hodgson agreed to pay half the 
cost of the new drainage, Flanagan 
proposed, ‘I will be willing to go 
and release the lots to the sub- 
division."" 

Board members Joseph Doherty 
and Frederick C, Baldwin Jr. 
argued against Flanagan's motion 

‘They said Hodgson had agreed to 

discuss drainage to Chandler 
Street next week, and proposed 
Flanagan delay any motions until 
after the meeting with Hodgson. 

They added that Hodgson had 
ordered a legal study to determine 
if he had to have an easement for 
the culvert, and said the results of 
the study might show the original 
plan legal 

Flanagan persisted, however, 
and his motion failed 2-2 to carry. 
Board member George B 
Donovan backed Flanagan, but 
Doherty and Baldwin were in op- 
position 

Then Doherty motioned for the 
board to wave the board require- 
ment for an acceptable drainage 
plan. Flanagan asked, “How can 
You approve it when it when it has 
no legal right to be there?” 

Doherty said he didn't feel he 
had to explain why he made the 
motion. Baldwin supported the 
Doherty motion, saying further ac- 
tion concerning the new drainage 
plan would probably prove in- 
conclusive. He said the new plan 
was actually an old one disap- 
proved by the commission six 
months before. 

Flanagan argued the commis- 
sion had disapproved drainage 
onto the new Chandler Street on 
advice of another consulting 
engineer, but that the new 
engineers approved the plan 

The Doherty motion also failed 
2-2 with Baldwin and Doherty in 
support and Donovan and 
Flanagan opposed
